Chicago. Feb. C—After an all night 
•search daring which twelve bodies I 
•were recovered, from the ruins of tho 
buildings wrecked last night by 
a 
natural gas explosion, the firemen and 
police have arrived at the conclusion 
that the death list will not be 
in 


creased, although the search has not 
been abandoned., 


A number of persons arc reported 


missing this morning, but the police 
frcl confident that they arc all right. 
All the Injured are doing, and none 
will tile. 


Two Buildings Collapse. 


Chicago. Feb. G.—Twelve lives were 


• lost anil a score of persons Injured In 
an explosion last night that demolished 
#wo buildings and blew out the fronts 
•of a dozen other structures In Archer, 
avenue at Twenty-second street. Street 
cars were lifted from the mils, gas 
mains blow up and sent steel and Iron 
manhole covers 
crashing 
Hirough 


space, flame mounted high «t a dozen 
points and -panic reigned for almost un 
hour. 


Heroic deeds of rescue 
were per- 


formed, deeds that were forgotten In 
tho excitement a. moment later but 
which saved from death fully half a 
hundred women and children. 


Tho moment the lire had been beat- 


-en down In the tangled mass of wreck- 
ago that marked where the buildings 
iad stood Marshals Campion and Ma- 
honcy led their men In the search of 
the ruins for the bodies of the missing.

Mien came two more detonations, like 
Ihe echoes of the llrst. From the cen- 
ter of the street portions of the pave- 
ment seemed to HBO Into the air. to 
give-way for columns of flame that shot 
up. The explosion In the moat shop 
had sent a line of llame through the 
gas mains leading Into the street, and 
the big pipe, burled deep In the ground, 
was bursting at various points and 
finding vent at the conduit openings 
along the thoroughfare.

COLONEL MULLIGAN'S TEN DAYS' DE- 


FENSE OF LEXINGTON, MO. 


Attarkrd With OiliU of 'Hirer to One

Ing burued or starved out. Major Slem- 
mer held the fort at Peusacola until he 
wan re-enforced. Some of the Federal 
otllcrrs In Texas surrendered, and some 
of the men marched north through the 
wilderness to stand by the old flag. 
.Colonel James A. Miilllgun fought for 
ten days In the trenches at Lexington. 
Mo., then surrendered because his nieu 
had no water, no bread nnd no car- 
tridges. The following Interesting sto- 
ry of the siege was told by himself, and 
It Is true. Three years later he died 
like n hero at the battle of Winches- 
ter. 


"Oil the night of the .'JOth of August, 


18(11," said Colonel Mulligan, "as the 
•Irish brigade' (Twenty-third Illinois) 
lay at JetTersou. Mo.. 1 received orders 
to K" cut. my way through the enemy, 
go to Lexington and hold It at all haz- 
ards. Next morning the brigade started 
with 4o rounds'of ammunition und 
three days' rations. We marched nine 
days without meeting the enemy, for- 
aging upon the country for support. 
The trouble was nut so much lu get 
ting Into Lexington as In getting out. 
We found there Colonel Marshall's cav- 
alry regiment and a.~U home guards. 
Colonel IVubody Joined us Sept. 10. 
with the Thirteenth Missouri. He cume 
Into the trenches with Ueuerul Sterling 
1'rlce unil 10.000 Confederates at hi* 
heels. 


"1 took command of the defense. We 


mustered -,7SO men, with seven 0 
pounders and 40 rounds of ride car- 
tridges, with but few rations. The en- 
emy hud live butteries, numbering 10 
guns. We commenced throwing up In- 
trunchincnts on College hill, an emi- 
nence overlooking Lexington and the 
broad Missouri. All day the llth out 
men worked with pick and shovel. 
Thill evening our pickets were driven 
In. We waited until the morning of the 
12th, vigilant and without sleep, and 
then n messenger rushed In, Buying, 
'Colonel, the enemy Is pushing across 
the bridge In overwhelming force.' 
With a glusH we could see them as they 
came. General Price riding up and 
down the lines urging his men. Two 
companies of the Thirteenth Missouri, 
•with Company K of the Irish brigade, 
drove the enemy back nnd burned the 
bridged 


"The enemy now made a detour and 


approached the town on the Independ- 
ence road. Six companies of the Mis- 
HonrlaiiH und the cavalry met them lu 
Lexington cemetery, nnd the tight rag- 
ed furiously over the dend. We suc- 
ceeded In keeping the enemy In check 
nnd meanwhile had thrown up In- 
trenchuients.three or four feet high. At 
a o'clock the engagement opened with 
artillery. The contest rnged half an 
hour, when a lucky shot knocked over 
the enemy's big gun nnd exploded a 
powder caisson. The tight continued 
until dusk, and as the moon arose the 
enemy retired to camp, two miles 
away, nnd Lexington was our own 
again. 


"On Friday, the 13th. It rained all 


day. and the men stood knee deep In 
mud building Intrenchnients. A quan- 
tity of powder wiis obtained, nnd our 
cisterns were tilled with water. The 
men made cartridges and cast 150 
rounds of shot for the guns. All this 
time our pickets were engaged with 
the vneiny. On the night of the 17th 
wo heard sounds of preparation for at- 
tack In the enemy's camp. 


"At 0 o'clock the 18th the drums boat 


to arms, and the terrible struggle com 
menced. The enemy's forces hud been 
Increased to 18,000 men. They came on 
In one dark, moving mass. They plant 
ed two butteries In front, one on the 
left, one on the right und one lu the 
rear uiid opened with a terrible tire. 
Our spies Informed us that thu enemy 
Intended to make one grand rout and 
bury us ull '•• the trenches of Lexlng' 
ton. The batteries opened at t) o'clock 
and for three dnys never ceased to pour 
deudly shot upon us. About noon our 
hospital wns taken. It was-outslde the 
lutreuchments. 
I had taken It for 


granted that It wan not necessury to 
build fortifications around the sick 
man's couch. But I was Inexperienced. 
They besieged the hospital, took It, and 
from the balcony poured a deadly tire 
Into our lutrenchments. 


"The hospital contained our chaplain, 


surgeon and 120 wounded. It could not 
be allowed to remain In the possession 
of the enemy. Two companies of Mls- 
Nonrlans were ordered In turn to retake 
the hospital, but both refused. 
The 


Montgomery guards. Captain Gleason, 
of the Irish brigade, were then ordered 
In. The commander, with a brief ex* 
hortutlon to uphold the historic name 
they Imre. guve the word to charge. 
The distance- wns 800 yards. 
They 


started, llrst quick, then double quick, 
then on u run, then faster. Tin* enemy 
poured u deadly shower of bullets upon 
them, but on they went up the slope to 
the hospital door and, with Irresistible 
bratery. drove the enemy before them. 
Xtw houpltal was retaken. 
Captain 


Gleason was shot through the arm and 
through the face. 


"Toward evening word came from the 


enemy that If the whole garrison did 
Dot surrender before next day they 
would h'jlst'the black Hag and give no 
quarter. We told them when we asked 
for quarter It would be time to settle 
that. We were Iti a terrible situation. 
The men caught rainwater In their 
blankets and rung It out Into their can- 
teens for drinking purposes. Our sur- 
geon was held by the enemy against 
all the usages of war. Captain Mori- 
arty went to the hospital and, with 
nothing but a razor, acted us surgeon. 


"On the morning of the llith the fir- 


Ing was resumed and continued ull 
day. 
The day was signall/.ed by a 


Uerce bayonet charge upoiifn regiment 
of the enemy which showed them that 
our nleu were not completely worried 
out. The otrlcers had told them to hold 
out until the lIHli. when they would 
certainly he re-enforced. Through that 
day our little garrison stood will, 
straining eyes, watching to see If some 
friendly Hag was bearing aid to them, 
with straining ear awaiting the sound 
of a friendly cannonade. Hut no re- 
enforcements appeared, and with the 
energy of despair they determined to 
do their duty at nil hazards. Tin.* llith 
was a horrid day. Our water cisterns 
had been drained, and we dare not 
leave the crown of the hill and make 
our Intrenchments on the bank of the 
river, for the enemy could plant his 
cannon on the hill mid bury us. -Tin- 
day was burning hot, and n» the men 
bit their cartridges their lips were 
parched and blistered. Hut not a word 
of murmuring. That night two wells 
were ordered dug. We took two ra- 
vines and expected to reach water In 
about .*)0 hours. During the night 1 pass- 
ed around the Held, smoothed back the 
clotted hair and by the light of the 
moon shining through the trees recog- 
nized here and there the countenances 
of niy brave men who had fallen. Some 
•were my favorites In the days gone 
past who had stood by m» In those 
hours of .terror and fallen on the Held.

The whole line was bro- 
ken, and the enemy rushed in upon us. 


"Captain Fitzgerald, wham I hail

As 1 gavo 
the order, 'Saxj*. go In,' the gallant fel- 
low, at the head of Company I, with 
a wild yell rushed upon the enemy. 
The firing suddenly ceased, and when 
the stnoke arose from the Held I saw 
the Michigan company.-under Its gal- 
lant commander. Captain McDcrmott, 
also charging the enemy and driving 
them back.

It was now It o'clock, and ull 
on a sudden an orderly cuiue saying 
that the enemy had sent In a Hag of 
truce. With the flog came the follow- 
ing note from General Trice: 'Colonel: 
What has caused the cessation of the 
fight r 


"I returned it with the following 


message written on the buck: 
'"I hardly know, unless you have 


surrendered.' Ho took palus to assnru 
me that was not the case. I learned 
soon after that that our Home guard 
had hoisted a white flag. The lieuten- 
ant who bad hoisted the Hag wit* 
threatened with Instant death unless 
he hauled It down. At that one of the 
officers exclaimed, 'This is butchery!' , 


"The conviction became general and 


a council of war was held. The place 
wan given up and the enemy camo 
pouring In. We were placed In Hie 
and led through the streets of Lexing- 
ton. As we passed the ladles came 
from the houses and Jeered us. We 
(the officers) were then taken to a hotel 
•with no proprietor and no rations. 
After we bad boarded there for some 
time we started for 'the land of 
Dixie.'" 


Thus ends Colonel Mulligan's story. 


When he and his Held officers offered' 
up their swords. General Price said: 
"You gentlemen have fought *so brave- 
ly It would be wrong to deprive' you 
of your swords. Keep them." 


After his exchange Mulllpin return 


ed to service in the Shenandoah valley. 
He fell at Winchester with three mor- 
tal wounds. Some of his ofllcers at- 
tempted to carry him from the Held,' 
but he stopped them, saying. "Lay me 
down and save the flag."

Nicholas Bergor. an Inmate of tho 


Wisconsin State School for the Bllnil.

The recovery of his sight Is due 


to an operation "performed by Dr. .las. 
J. Thome of this city on Monday last.

Last Monday ho was taken to the 
1'almer hospital and had the obstruc- 
tion to his vision, a cataract of the 
right' eye covering the entire eyeball, 
removed. 
The operation was high- 


ly successful and today when the doc- 
tor dressed the eye the young man 
was! oven-joyed when for the first 
time he wns able to distinguish things 


He said to the doctor "I can see 


your hair and beard and face and your 
shirt and I 'can see the nurse and the 
thing she has ginned on her waist, 
(which was her waUh), also her face 
mil hair." 
Dr. Thorne says there Is little doubt 
but that Berger's sight can be restor- 
ed so he can follow any ordinary oc- 
cupation and in all probability will 
.lie able to read. _ He will have good 
distance vision. "The doctor will op 
erate on the left eye In the near fu- 
ture and thinks there will be no ques- 
tion about the operation being equal 
ly successful.
